E xtensive developm ent* In tunneling 
subw ays and other form s of subter­ 
ranean passages contributed largely to 
th e sm ashing success of the first phase 
of the B ritish offensive conducted by 
th e T hird arm y, under G eneral Sir J u ­ 
lian Byng, who was In command of 
th e Ill-fated forces at Gallipoli In UHR. 
Through Indefatigable labor cover­ 
in g a period of several m onths the 
B ritish arm y’s engineering forces con­ 
structed a series of tunnels com parable 
to New' York’* four-track subway lines 
from base* m any m iles In the rear di­ 
rectly to their advanced trenches, a t 
Intervals along the forty-m ile front se­ 
lected for the attack. 
It w as deem ed prudent to adopt this 
•method of preparation hi place of the 
h ith erto Invariable artillery homhard- 
rmgit. 
Several factors induced 
the 
adoption of the new form ula fo r offen­ 
sive tactics. 
In th e first place, one of th e prin­ 
cipal defensive fe stu re s of the Hln- 
denhurg line w as the fosse, or tunnel, 
running the whole length of the sec­ 
ondary defensive position, with anten­ 
n a e running rearw ard at Intervals. 
T h is enabled the G erm ans to shift and 
tra n sp o rt troops, m onitions and even 
light pfeees underground. 
Secondly. the condition of the te r­ 
rain over w hlrh the b attle w as to be 
fought w as such that It wa* Infinitely 
b etter th a t It be kept solid, dry nnd 
firm for the advance of the attacking 
units, Instead of being pounded to a 
bog of mud and rllm e by the trem en­

Surprise A ttack. 
T hirdly, It was of the utm ost value 
th a t th e thrust should be a surprise 
attack, as It w as well known th a t the 
Germ an high command believed firmly 
that Sir Douglas H aig's attention was 
concentrated on the Y pres sector. 
General Byng** victory w as won on 
the battlefield chosen by von Hinden- 
bnrg when he retreated to the fam ous 
“line” which bears h it nam e in F eb ru ­ 
ary and M arch last. 
As th e Germ an 
troops fell back they aystem atleally 
devastated the country, felling tree*, 
blowing op whole forests, dynam iting 
villages and rem oving every crum b 
nnd \estlg e of cover for advancing 
troops from th e map. 
They left the 
anne of operations bare and naked to 
the view of th eir observers on ridges 
In the rear. In captive "sausage” bal­ 
loons nnd airplanes. 
The B ritish nnd French pushed fo r­ 
ward th eir line* In contact with th e 
enemy aod dug In and Intrenched last 
March when the G erm an retreat stop­ 
ped a t the H lndenburg line, prepared 
m onths lo advance aud adm irably pro­ 
tect e<l by barbed w ire entanglem ents 
on a scale never before seen. 
D uring the early gummer prelim i­ 
nary work was begun for th e sudden 
sm ash which m aterialised on Novem­ 
ber 20. 
From points fa r In th e rear— 
protected by ruins of villages destroyed 
during the battle of th e Somme In th e 
latter half of 1916. and from the cover 
of w oods and forest! which had sprout­ 
ed new vegetation despite the axes and 
hatchets of th e retreatin g vandal*, the 
tunneler* and "sand-boga" began th eir 
work. 
The underground route* lending to ­ 
ward the front w ere no tortuous sub­ 
terranean passages w ith tiny, narrow 
g~uge railw ays and little cars hauled 
by mules pulling a few sheila to each 
load. 
Instead they w ere fine. large, 
well ventilated and lighted subways. 
with standard gauge railw ays Inside 
and whole trains, propelled by elec­ 
tricity. carrying shells, food sod other 
m unitions up tow ard the front. 
By Underground Routes. 
E ntire batteries of the greatest guns 
ever used In history, as well as the gi­ 
gantic trench m ortars evolved by posi­ 
tion w arfare, w ere sent forw ard by the 
underground routes, and men In the 
trenches were relieved by fresh divis­ 
ion*. who traveled In style on the sub­ 
way trains. 
L ater, on the eve of the 
attack, whole regim ents of cavsiry 
were sent through th e tunnels on the 
heels of the great tanka th a t lum bered 
through and held them selves In readi­ 
ness to sta rt forw ard. 
It was no wonder th at the German 
units occupying the H lndenbnrg line 
sectors opposite th e front chosen for 
the B ritish attack, dubbed their line 
"Eden.” 
No B ritish shelling bothered 
them In the daytim e, and lf a few 
shells were lobbed over during the 
night, the enemy regarded It as nothing 
more than the dally "strafe.” The B rit­ 
ish had good reason for withholding 
their artillery lire during the m onths 
of preparation. They knew th at every 
shell they fired would call a K rupp 
projectile In reply, and they did not 
want too m any enem y pieeea sprink­ 
ling th eir re a r lines, for there would he 
danger that th e subway*—even though 
thpy w ere bored deep—how fa r under­

Measure for Hides. 
A method for measuring the aren of 
hides by means of air pressure has 
been recently patented. 
The measur­ 
ing Instrument consists ut u table top 
with many sinutl holes in It, spaced at 
regular intervals, mounted on a fun­ 
nel base, through which, aud through 
the holes iii tile top, a suction fau 
draws air. 
The bide, when placed on 
the table, reduces the cross-section of 
the air current and so produces a rare­ 
faction of the air, which In turn cre­ 
ates a subpressure that mn be meas­ 
ured from the combined readings of 
a vacuum gauge aud a tachometer— 
an Instrument that registers the ve­ 
locity of air currents.
